Survey Shows Allies Will Welcome Entry

special immediate importance is 
attached to the action of the Sen- 
ate in approving America’s adher- 
ence to the international court of 
permanent justice nor is the Sen- 
ate’s action regarded as paving the 
way for the entrance of the United 
States into the League of Nations 
at an early date.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Senate 
investigation of the Aluminum 
Company of America, in which 
Secretary Mellon is a large stock- 
holder, is recommended in a report 
submitted today to the Judiciary 
Committee by Senator Walsh, Dem- 
ocrat, of Montana. 

This proposal is made, the Sen- 
ator says, because of “doubts 
aroused as to the vigor and good 
faith of the Department of Justice” 
in the conduct of its inquiry to es- 
tablish whether the Aluminum 
Company has violated a Federal 
court consent decree entered 
against it in 1912. 

Besides recommending what 
would be a third government in- 
vestigation of the Mellon company 
within four years, Senator Walsh. 
,asks that the Senate direct the 
Federal Trade Commission to turn 
‘over to it all the evidence furn- 
‘ished by the Aluminum concern 
and which the commission with-

The items include: For refund 
of illegally collected taxes, $149,- 
250,000; for increased postal sal- 
aries, $97,265,000! for forest roads 
and trails, $26,675,000, and for the 
Veterans’ Bureau, 8 000,000, of 
which $8,000,000 is far hospital 
construction and — remainder 
to meet the cost the bonus. An 
appropriation of $7,674,000 is car- 
ried for the Coast Guard of which 
the committee report on the meas- 
ure said: 

“Practically all of this ts due 
to the increased and onerove du- 
ties which have been placed upon 
the service in connection with the

The bill allots $600, 000 for re- 
conditioning five 1000-ton de- 
stroyers, to be transferred to the 
Coast Guard from the Navy: 
$2,160,000 for acquisition of thir- 
ty-five 126-foot off-shore patrol 
boats, and $150,000 for five sea- 
planes. The remainder cares for 
operating expenses and an in- 
crease in personnel of eighty war- 
rant officers and 803 enlisted men.

Most Youths Work Full Day, 
and Then Study 


Bonuses Paid for Caution 
and Chance “Fares”

THE START 

A great many students in Wash- 
ington colleges and graduate 
schools are working in the govern- 
ment service during the day and 
are attending school at night.

MeCuin, decided to see if there 
were not a new line particularly 
suited to those who pay their own 
way, and they applied for jobs 
with one of the taxi companies 
They succeeded in obtaining them, 
leading the way for many other 
young men similarly situated. 

Most of the boys work a full 
shift starting at six in the morn- 
ing and driving until three in the 
afternoon, leaving their evenings 
free for e A few work as 
extras, coming in when they are 
free and taking a cab out. This 
is possible, because all drivers 
work on a commission basia. Dur- 
ing the summer some of them 
qualify as lecturers on the sight- 
seeing busses, out the 
sights to tourists. 

W. J. King, an Hund youth 
going through college by the taxi 
route, admits that it is hard to 


on classes in close rooms after hav- 
ing been out all day, but says that 
ft is possible to “crack a book 
while in the hack when business 
isn’t so good.” 

Among the colleges represented 
with the tau companies are the 
law, medical and dental schools 
of George Washington and George- 
town universities, and the Foreign 
Service School. 

According to the company of- 
ficials, boys who are on their own, 
paying all their bills, are cracker- 
jack drivers, none better. Those 
who have some help from home 
are not quite as dependable. They 
are equally good as drivers, but 
do not always show up—perhaps 
when a date for a social affair 
made. 


BONUSES AND PRIZES 


Salaries vary in this business, 
because a great deal depends upon 
a man'’§ quickpess and initiative. 
The companies furnish from 65 to 
70 per cent of a driver's work from 
calls at the office, the remainder 
being pick- ups.“ In this latter 
les the profit for both the com- 
pany and (4river, eliminating 
“dead mileage,” that is, the time 
consumed returning from calls. In 
edditien to a bonus for those hav- 
ing no accidents the company of- 
fers monthly prizes to those hav- 
ing the most “pick-ups.” An aver- 
ege driver makes from $35 to $40 
a week. Of course, there are good 
and bad days. For instance, bad 
weather is good weather for taxi 
people. 

To get a job with a taxi com- 
peny every applicant must do 
three things and also a 
large amount of patience and per- 
sistence. First, of course, he must 
drive a car to the satisfaction of 
the company inspector; second, he 
must have a thorough knowledge 
ot the city. where places are and, 
more important. the shortest 
routes between them; and, third, 
he must obtain an identification 
curd from the police department. 
A driver does not need to be a 
mechanic. In fact, according to 
company regulations, he is allowed 
to do nothing to a car except 
change tires. There is a crew 
composed of mechanics, uphol- 
sterers, painters and, strange to 
say, blacksmiths, always ready to 
serve him. One company has the 

rage entrance and exit inclfhed 
n order that the drivers may 
test their brakes. In case they do 
not hole properly, the driver 
merely takes his car up on the 
elevator to be adjusted without 
even the cost of effort.

FOR FEDERAL 
DRY AGENTS 
Cases 


May be Taken from State 
Jurisdiction 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Fed- 
eral prohibition agents, when 
charged in State courts, may have 
their cases removed to a Federal 


District Court for trial upon show- 
ing that the action ‘forming the 
basis of the accusations was in 
line with their duty under the 
Federal law and that they did 
nothing else on which the prose- 
cution could be based. 

This rule was laid down today 
by the Supreme Court in opinions 
by Chief Justice Taft in cases 
arising in Maryland, where four 
prohibition enforcement agents 
and their chauffeur, being held for 
trial before the State courts of 
Harford county, on charges of 
murder, perjury and obstructing 
justice, were removed by Federal 
Judge Soper for trial in the Fed- 
eral District Court for Maryland. 

Acting on a request by the 
State for a mandamus to compel 
return of the men for trial in the 
State courts, the Supreme Court 
held today that remedy by manda- 
mus Was proper and that the aver- 
ments advanced by the accused in 
seeking removal o? their cases had 
not. been sufficient to take them 
out of the jurisdiction of the State 
courts. 

At the same time, with respect 
to the murder charge, the Supreme 
Court authorized Judge Soper to 
grant the men an opportunity to 
amend their averments.§ stating 
that should they meet the require- 
ments laid down, Ahey would be 
entitled to trial In the Federal 
courts on this phase of the 
charges. On the allegations of per- 
jury and obstructing justice, how- 
ever, the men must stand trial in 
the State courts, the court decided, 
since such offenses couid not pos- 
sibly be connected with the official 
discharge of their duties.

An aviator going up for an al- 


titude flight must wage a con- 
tinuoug battle with the vacuum. 

It seems paradoxical to carry 
on a duel with nothingness, but 
this vacuum of space is a deadly 
combatant. It eries to every cell 
in the body to reiease its gas. It 


pulls at every corpuscle in the 
blood in an attempt to draw out 
the little particles of air that are 
carried therein, and sometimes the 
blood itself is drawn out through 
the skin. Even the tiny sacs of 
fluid in the brain are called upon 
to release their quota of air and 
help fill the immense emptiness 
ot space. 

WINDS OF WHIRLING WORLD 

An unusual element that an 
aviator encounters while trying to 
climb to the nighest shelf of the 
atmosphere and pluck’ the altitude 
trophies is the terrific wind. An 
easterly wind of about 200 miles 
an hour blows constantly out near 
the rim of the air. 

This is the wind that the earth 
makes in its rotation. At the 
Equator the earth drags the air 
around with it at the rate of 1000 
miles an hour, but this speed 
slows up nearer the poles. It is 
about 700 miles an hour in Middle 
North America. But as the air 
is going with the earth, the ve- 
lecity is not noticed in the lower 
Out the edge, however, 
vhere there nothing to make 
friction, the air whips with great 
velocity. One aviator trying for 
an altitude record in September. 
1218, was blown 200 miles off his 
course in about an hour and a 
half. If an aviater stayed up long 
enough and there were cloud 
strata below obscuring the earth, 
he might be in danger of deacend- 
ing tn the Great Bakes or the At- 
lantic Ocean. 


GETS REAL “AIRING OUT” 

By climbing up into the rare at- 
mosphere slowly—and most air- 
planes climb more and more slow- 
ly the higher they go—an aviator 
can gradually let the air ooze from 
his body without serious discom- 
fort. But a too-rapid ascent will 
cause repture of skin and blood 
vessels, 

Just-how far a man can be “de- 
natured” or “aired out” in this way 
nobody knows. But it is certain 
that what goes out on a high alti- 
tude flight must be put back on 
coming down. The return to earth 
causes more dis-omfort to avia- 
tors than the going up to great 
heights. The rule now is to come 
down to about the 20,000-foot level 
and cruise around for awhile in or- 
der to get accustomed to earthly 
atmosphere again. Even from this 
altitude an aviator cannot descend 
at once to earth without serious 
consequences.

HOW RECORDS ARE VERIFTED 
One of the novel things about 


breaking altitude records is the 
fact that no matter how high above 
the earth an aviator goes. as 
shown by his altimeter, he is 
credited only with the thinness 
of the air in which he files. This 
seems unjust, but it is the only 
fair way in which the records 
can be computed in all countries. 

On September 28, 1921, Lieut. 
Macready coaxed his airplane up 
and up until the altimeter indi- 
cated 41,200 feet, but when the 
various scientific people got 
through figuring on it. theealtitude 
was reduced to 34,523 feet. Rec- 
ords must de calibrated and 
“homologated” before anything Is 
permanently tacked up as official. 

The officia] Bureau of Standards 
at Washington makes the scientific 
reacings of the sealed instruments 
that have been carried aloft for 
record-breaking purposes. The re- 
sults are then sent to the Federa- 
tion Aeronautique Internationale, 
commonly called the F. A. I.,“ in 
Paris, where everything is checked 


‘over, and if satisfactory, it is of- 


ficially “hung up” as a record. 


NEW FIELD OF RESEARCH 

By the rules now existing an 
aviator cannot make a new altitude 
record unless he goes at least 150 
meters (nearly 500 feet) higher 
than the last man. Iftany passen- 
sengers should be carried on an 
altitude trip, they must weigh at 
least 143 pounds apiece and be over 
18 years of age. But people have 
never yet gone up in gangs on 
such hazardous and uncomfortable 
flights; one lone pilot at a time 
has always made the attempt at a 
_— And less than six have tried

In time, however, many people. 
especially scientists, may make 
flights to high altitudes to conduct 
experiments. The “emptiness” of 
space has been vigorously refuted 
lately. A radio “ceiling” is sup- 
posed to exist somewhere out near 
the regions that aviators go. And 
within the past few weeks the 
announcement of the strange Mil- 
likan rays that come to earth from 
somewhere in -space has con- 
firmed the belief that space is any- 
thing but empty. By making hien 
altitude flights and learning how 
to overcome the difficulties of 
them, aviators may be building an 
invisible stairway that will lead to 
the secret towers of gravitation.

A more immediate and nract!- 
cal use for this extreme high al- 
titude flying is seen in the field of 
photography. Photographs have 
already been taken from 30.000 
feet, showing an area of nineteen 
square miles.

rim would drop away and an are 
of the earth’s circumference could 
be detected. Of course there is no 
immediate prospect of an airplane 
flight to this altitude. 

As an example of how close to 
the earth the highest altitude flight 
is: If the earth were a ball eight 
inches in diameter, a height of 
100 miles or 628,000 feet, would 
represent a distance of only one- 
tenth of an inch. If a man on the 
moon could see an airplane making 
an altitude record flight, he could 
probably not see daylight between 
the plane and the edge of the 
earth. 

The human body would prob- 
ably burst at an altitude of 100 
miles. It would certainly do so if 
taken to such a height quickly, for 
the air pressure there is only about 
one-four-hundred-millionth of that 
at the surface of the earth. 


LONLINESS OF HEIGHTS 

The loneliness of great heights 
‘te oppressive. The few clouds that 
sometimes creep as high as 256,000 
feet are like icy ghosts of another 
world. Sometimes a spectral snow- 
storm is encountered, the snow 
coming from nowhere and never 
reaching the ground, as the flakes 
turn into cloud mist thousands of 
feet below. 

Flying through heavy snow- 
storms in July or August 1s not 
an uncommon experience to avia- 
tors who go up to unusual heights. 
The flash of the propeller blade, 
the up-and-down dance of the 
rocker arms on the engine, the 
snowy coll of frozen gas from the 
exhaust pipes, and the quiver of 
the slim white hands on the in- 
strument dials are the only move- 
ments that an aviator sees when 
he goes after an altitude record, 
and all these things are a part of 
himeelf. He lives with the ma- 
chine. It is the only other li- 
ing thing in that void realm. The 
steady drone of the motor trails 
off into space, and not the slight- 
est echo of reverberation is 
heard. There is not enough air 
to hurl echoes back. even if the 
sound reached anything. 

This unnatural loneliness helps 
to make the passage of time seem 
long. From the immense heights, 
such earthly things as automobiles, 
trains, trees, individual houses, are 
fost to view. A road or a river 
becomes a tiny thread, small lakes 
resemble pear! shirt buttons, towns 
and cities fade into little patches 
of squares that have a color slight- 
ly different from the countryside. 

All this makes high flying a 
different world than ordinary 
flights at moderate altitudes. When 
Aying low an aviator can see 
people moving around: he can see 
washings on the back-yard lines. 
and by going lower he can even 
see what garments are hung out 
to dry. In this way, the low-fly-

CANDY GIFT 
SUSPECTED 
AS DEADLY 


Package from Europe Held 
at Customs Office for Test 
on Suspicion of Poison 


A package of candy suspected of 
being poisoned is being held at the 
customs office here for analysis and 
report, it was said yesterday. The 
candy was sent from Europe, it was 
said, but inspectors declined to 
give the country from which it 
was sent or the name of the con- 
signee. 

The inspectors noticed several 
suspicious looking indentations on 
several pieces of the candy, they 
said, and ordered it sent to a 
chemist for investigation. His re- 
port is expected tomorrow and, if 
poison is found, an effort will be 
made to trace the shipment.

A considerable group asserted that 
they were Willing to die for annexation to 
Germany. Such annexation is prohibited 
by the Treaty of Versailles. Events have 
proved that they were only willing to die 
provided they could select the means for 
their demise. They were willing to die 
fighting, but not to starve to death. Con- 
fronted by the alternative of hustling or 
starving, they chose to hustle. 

Although against their will, the Austrians 
are proving that they can accomplish what 
they steady insist is impossible. Depos- 
its in Austrian savings banks more than 
doubled during 1926, the adverse balance 
of trade was cut in half and many of the 
Austrian industries have regained their 
prewar Capacity. The agricultural land re- 
maining in the republic produced a greéat- 
er yield per acte last year than before the 
war and thé acreage has been increased. 

Austria's place in the sun fs smaller than 
it has been at any Other time in the last 
1000 years. The glory of past centuries 
has departed. But the new Austria is ca- 
pable of supporting itself, if properly en- 
couraged by her neighbors. The League 
of Nations has helped the people to their 
feet and the Austrians are beginning to 
discover that the rest of Europe is not set 
on their ultimate destruction. The dream 
of uhion with Germany is fading, and the 
more rapidly because the Germans still re- 
tain tariff diecriminations that are less fa- 
vorable to Austria than to France. 

The city of Vienna is more prosperous 
than the state. The municipal government 
has balanced its budget and business is as 
good in Vienna as in other European cap- 
itals.

Besides, the doctor makes ws 
feel so nice and important. We 
seem to be the most important per- 


the ungrateful: 


good conceit of ourselves, we 
should feel that, In restoring our 
distinguished person to health, he 
has performed a most vital service 
to the nation and should be re- 
warded to the last extent of our 
ability. Actually, of course, we 
should pay our doctor's bill with 
fervent gratitude. And feel rath- 
er swanky that we can. 

So many poor devils really can- 
not pay—and don’t. But there is 
always some altrulstic doctor who 
will see them through and do his 
superlative best for them, just a6 
he does for wealthier patients. 
They may call him out of bed in 
the middie of the night—and he'll 
go. never knowing whether it is a 
charity case or a profitable one. 
Any other business or profession 
performing such service for us 
would be regarded as well within 
their rights in investigating our 
ability to pay before wasting time 
on us. But not the doctor. He 
goes first—and takes financial

Prof. McCabe Says Science 
Credits That Age

Holds That Race’s Cradle 
as in indian Ocean 


| London Will Give 


Lecture Course Here 


That some form of humanity 
has existed on earth for at least 
10,000,000 years and that life has 
prevailed on this planet, for more 
than 1,000,000,000 years, are facts 
generally conceded by science to- 
of discoveries 
that have brought to light an 


abundance of evidential material, 
declares Prof. Joseph McCabe of 
London, lecturer and author on 
scientific subjects. 

Prof. McCabe, who ig at the 
Biltmore, will deliver in Los An- 
geles a series of lectures on evolu- 
tion and the rise of  civilitation. 
His first appearance will be at 
Symphony Hall on the evening of 
the 5th inst., when he will reply 
to Bryan's undelivered speech to 
the jury in the Tennessee anti- 
evolution trial. 

Prof. McCabe was at one time 
professor of philosophy at a theo- 
logical college in ndon, but for 
the last thirty years has devoted 
himself to writing and lectures. 
He has written nearly 100 volumes 
on history and evolution, some of 
which are now used as textbooks 
in colleges in this country and 
Great Britain. 


FOR POPULAR APPEAL 


“My aim, especially in recent 
years, has been to present scientific 


nicalities and easily understood. by 
the mass of the public,” said Prof, 
McCabe. “The popular interest in 
science when so presented is sur- 
prising and it is regrettable that 
not more effort is made along the 
line of familiarizing the public 
with the results of scientific re- 
search.” 


mankind, Prof. McCabe said one 
of the most notable of the recent 
discoveries that substantiate sci- 
ence in its conclusions on this 
point is the recent finding of a 
skull of an advanced type of ape 
in South Africa. 

“This skull, which moss an 
entirely new family of anthropoid 
apes, is the first one ever discov- 
ered showing marked human 
characteristics. 

“This skull, whose age is esti- 
mated at several million years, is 
believed to have belonged to one 
of the progenitors of pithican- 
thropus erectus, the Java man, 
whose remains, discovered several 
years ago in Java, are held to be 
500,000 years old. The Java man 
is the oldest fossil of unmistakably 
human type thus far found. The 
African skull is essentially ape- 
like, with a few human character- 
istics, while the Java skull is es- 
sentially manlike, but still retains 
certain apelike characteristics.” 

“The latest theory, in view of 
these discoveries, that the first 
human beings saw the light of 
day on 3 prehistoric continent in 
the Indian Ocean,” says Prof. Me- 
Cabe on the subject of 
Mankind Originated,” “which was 
submerged before the era of re- 
corded history, and left as re- 
minders of its existence Australia 
and the numerous islands that 
constitute the group called the 
East Indies.” 


DISCREDITS ATLANTIS 
Prof. McCabe took occasion to 
administer a wallop to the Atlantis 


story. 

Research has disclosed that 
Plato’s account of Atlantis was 
largely fiction and an attempt of 
the Greek philosopher to picture 
a Utopia harmonizing with his own 
theories as to what a properly 
governed land should be,” said 
Prof. “®cCabe. “No evidence ac- 
ceptable to scientific men is at 
hand to support the belief that 
such a civilization ever existed in 
the Atlantic. 

“A much more reasonable theory 
is that the ancient — 
which fiourished in Greece and 
other near-by countries had 
its origin on the Island of 
Crete in the Mediterranean. Some 
of the most important archeologic- 
al discoveries of modern times 
have been made at Crete. A vast 
rumber of inscriptions have been 
unearthed in Crete, which, unfor- 
tunately, up to this time, nobody 
has been able to 8 It

One of the fina] steps toward

Friends of Sixty Years’ Standing Assemble to Pay 
Birthday Respects to Dr. Blakeslee 


Relatives and close friends, many of them of more than sixty 
years’ standing, gathered yesterday at a luncheon at Polly’s Patio Tea 
Room, 8033 West Seventh street, in honor of the eightieth birthday 


of Dr. F. D. 


Blakeslee, veteran educational leader in the Methodist 


church and now a resident of Los Angeles after just completing a 


five-year trip around the world. 

Gathered at the luncheon table 
were persons representing different 
epochs in Blakeslee’s life, begin- 
ning with 1867, when he entered 
Genesee College at Lima, N. I..
